1. This memorandum is for information only. (U) 


2. The activities of the Office of Security during the week 
of 26 February -.4 March 1981 were highlighted by the following 
items: 
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“_b. Package inspections were conducted at the 
on 26 February. Results 
were Favorable in at no employee was found to be 


carrying classified information to unauthorized 
locations. A package inspection at Headquarters 
building on the morning of 4 March was less 
favorable; five cases involving possible 
unauthorized transportation of classified infor- 
mation are under investigation. (U) 


c. Security support was provided to Agency 
officials who testified before the Senate Armed 
Services Sea Power Subcommittee and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on 3 and 4 March. (U) 


d. <A physical security survey was conducted 
at the office space of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee to determine if the Committee had an appro- 
priate space to store Agency classified infor- 
mation. The classified information will actually 
be used by the newly established Subcommittee on 
International Terrorism. The survey established 
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that the Committee would need to provide a 
"strengthened room" protected by alarms, and would 
also need to acquire approved safes before Agency 
classified material could be stored in their 
office space. (U)
